At a meeting of North Pryor street 


®he chamber of commerce hall in the 
Empire building yesterday afternoon, 
\a Startling condition of affairs due

Wilmer L. Moore, president of the 
chamber of commerce, presided over 
the meeting, and in stating its ob- 
ject made the astounding disclosure 
that in the four blocks which com- 
prise North Pryor street, in the very 
heart o fthe business district of the 
city, there are no less than seven 
stores vacant on account of the con- 
gested conditions of traffic on that 
thoroughfare. 


Will Consider Reforms. 


The result was a motion from May- 
or James G. Woodward, which car- 
ried, for the appointment of a com- 
mittee o fthree from city council to 
confer with a committee of like num- 
ber to be appointed from the chanrber 
of commerce, for the purpose of study- 
ing the laws of other cities in re- 
gard to traffic regulation. The coun- 
cil committee is then to confer with 
the city attorney for the drafting of 
an adequate law to contro] the traffic 
of Atlanta. 

These committees will be appointed 
Within the next few days. 

Mr, Moore said: 

“There are seven stores at present 
on North Pryor street that are va- 
cant. This is, no doubt, due to the 
fact. thet traffic conditions-on this 
street are in a very. bad fix, the street 
being practically blocked in so far 
es through traffic is concerned. Un- 
less something is done to relieve the 
congestion, caused by drays and vans 
standing in front of stores, this street 
will in a short time become practically 
‘unused by through traffic.”

"I chose 9 o'clock,” explained the 
president slowly, “on the advice of the 
attorney general, in order that the bill!

Francisco, had closed for the day. 

“I will not say anything about the 
bill,” he added with a smile, “until I 
have signed it. I don’t want it to get 
away from me.” 

Bill Signed at 9:10 O'Clock. 

Promptly at 9:09 o'clock the presi- 
dent began writing, and at 9:10 he haa 
written the words “Approved 9:10 p. m., 
3 October, 1913, Woodrow Wilson,” on 
the one hundred and eleventh page of 
paconment containing the engrossed 
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As the president rose and handed 
two pens to the men whe had steered 
the measure successfully through botn 
houses of congress there was an en- 
thusiastic outburst of handclapping. 
The president had not intended to make} 
a long speech, and had not even pre- 
pared a statement, but was so moved /| 
on the spur of the moment to ex- 
press his gratification.- 

The smali but distinguished audi- 
ence that heard the president’s speech 
crowded about him afterward with 
congratulations. Leading figures of 
the democratic party—Speaker Clark, 
Secretary Bryan and Representative 
Underwood stood together, sponsors 
with the president of the first business 
plece of legislation that had been ac- 
complished in the democratic program | 
of reform. They gave the president 
their personal congratulations, and 
reiterated promises of support. 

The bill, accompanied by the confer- 
ence report as agreed on by the sen- 
ate last night, came into the house as 
soon aS that body met.

further action was necessary, while 
others Insisted the house must recede 
from its compromise cotton futures 
tax. 

Speaker Clark finally. upheld the lat- 
ter contention, and thé house quickly 
voted the cotton tax out of the tariff | 
bill. The last vote was reached at 
1:23, at 1:25 the speaker had affixed 
his name to the completed bill and! 
within ten minutes Chief Clerk Jerry 
South had carried {t_ to the senate, 
and it had been signed by Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall. Clerks of the senate 
then took charge of the bill, and con- | 
veyed ‘it to the white house. 

The relief of both houses at the ter- 
mination of the tariff fight was appar- 
ent, Scores of members of senate and 
house had left the city yesterday and 
there was less than a quorum present 
in the house when final action was | 
taken on the Dill.

“This will be a year of prosperit: 
for the Georgia farmer such ae He has 
not known in recent years, There is 
no doubt about it, and wherever I go I 
hear one united paean of hopefulness 
one Hes) dar Phe Several sauaee. con- 
ribute to is happy state of affairs 
besides the high price of cotton. 

Crop Cost Little. 

“In the first place this crop has 
been made on the most economical 
basis of any crop in recent years. Ow- 
ing to the financial stringency, the 
farmer found it difficult to borro 
money: or to secure extensive cred 
and he was forced to conduct his 
farming operations on a minimum ba- 
sis. Now he finds himself able to 
ay all of his obligations and will 
ave a good surplus ahead. 

“Then, thanks to the advice sent 
out Dy the state department of agri- 
cuHure early in the year and to the 
activity of the boys’ corn clubs, there 
has been more crop diversification 
than in any year since the war. The 
farmers have ceased to rely upon cot- 
ton as their only crop. There were 
a aren many oats planted this year 
and, generally, the yield was good. 
“But of more advantage to the Geor- 
gia farmer than any other one thin 
{this year has been the splendid yield 
,of corn. believe I am absolutely 
jright in stating that there will be 
(more corn made in Georgia this year 
than in any year since the war. Com- 
ing at a time when the western corn 
crop has been generally a failure, this 
jis an immense advantage to the Geor- 
gia farmer. In a great many instances 
he has raised his feed for the ensuing 
year and he will not have to give up 
the profits of his cotton crop for corn 
‘to feed his mules at the high price 
which corn is bound to bring. 

“This year has been a lesson to! 
' Georgia farmers in many respects, and 
/in no other more than in teaching him 
{the importance of diversification.” 

May Be In Race. ye 

When asked about. the probability 
lof his entering active politics again 
next year, Mr. Brown declared that he 
would not enter the race for congress 
in the eighth district against. Repre- 
sentative Tribble. There is much talk 
about Mr. Brown's being in the race 
for the commissionership of agricul- 
ture, and he is 1eceiving letters from 
friends in all parts of the state urg- 
ing him to run He declared that he 
had not made up‘his mind as to what 
he should do in this matter yet.

THE TARIFF PLEDGE KEPT. 


With the completion of tariff revision 
the democratic party has redeemed the first 
i and one of the most important of its pledges 
to the country. The task, monumental in 
scope and intricate in detail, has been ac- 
complished with a dispatch and a sincerity 
not matched by similar legislation since the 
civil war. The master craftsmanship of 
a President Wilson, Chairman Underwood and 
Chairman Simmons has collaborated to the 
end that the nation is given a new tariff 
law for the first time in many decades free 
of jokers and subterfuges, hewing straight 
to the line of honesty and enacted in the 
interests of the whole people rather than 
any section or class. 

In these respects the new tariff law will 
be found-notable. So far as is now visible 
to the unbiased vision, the makers of the 
tariff have played no favorites. They have 
rejected the old and disreputable trading 
game of the republicans. They have in- 
dulged in no wild vagaries and’ no revolu- 
tionary devices, but they heve given the 
i nation what it demanded in the reduction 
of schedules and in the freer play for com- 
petition and the ultimate loweriig of the 
high cost of living. Additionally, they have 
included in the law a federal income tax 
framed upon equitable principles and adapt- 
ed to restore to the treasury whatever 
deficit may be created by the lower revenue- 
producing power of the schedules. 

The passage of tariff legislation was ad- 
Mittedly the first acid test of the Wilson 
administration. and of the constructive abil- 
ity of democratic statesmansnip. Both have 
measured up admirably. The schisms and 
». the desertions so confidently predicted by 

the republicans have failed to materialize. 

The apostasy anticipated by the non-partisan 
_ pessimists has been conspicuous by its ab- 
~ sence. The force and the coherence of the 
president's leadership have-been adequately 
proven. The democratic party has survived 
the first drastic test in a manner that gives 
Promise of its ability to negotiate whatever 
hazards lie in the future. , 
» The country asa whole is prepared for 
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habilitated democracy will usher in an era 
of national welfare that may well mark new 
records in the country’s history. 


A WELCOME VISITOR. 

Atlanta as well as the whole of the 
southern division of the railway mail service 
has an interest in the presence here today 
of the Hon. A. H. Stephens, the new general 
superintendent ‘of that vitally important 
branch of the postoffice department. Super 
intendent Stephens is an appointee of the 
Wilsbn administration, chosen because of 
his long experience in the railway mail serv- 
ice, his expert proficiency and his broad 
and liberal policies. He is making a tour of 
the country to familiarize himself at first 
hand with the faults and needs of the serv- 
ice. His visit here today has to do with 
that purpose. 

This evening Superintendent Stephens 
will be the honor guest at a smoker of the 
local chapter of the Railway Mail associa- 
tion. He will tell them what he expects to 
do for the country generally and the south- 
ern division particularly. He has come 
bringing promise of relief none too soon. 
The entire nation suffered from the blast: 
ing policy of so-called “economy” inaugu- 
rated under Hitchcock. But it was upon the 
southern division that the brunt fell, making 
it seem at times as though this part of the 
country had been singled out by Hitchcock 
as the “goat” for his pinch-penny program. 
Under the change of administration and the 
influence of Mr. Stephens, the division has 
just begun to show symptoms of gradual 
recovery. Old conditions are too well known 
to need more than a scant recital. Under 
Hitchcockism the service was demoralized 
from the ground up. The old routes, estab- 
lished with a view to efficiency and dispatch, 
such, for illustration, as the one between 
Atlanta and New Orleans, were cut up into 
units, instead of being conducted as through 
routes. Mail cars were sliced in size, Mail 
clerks were lessened in number and forced 
to work overtime in cramped quarters, The 
inevitable result was the abolition of old 
transfer points, and the establishment of 
new ones, the consequence of which was 
seen in vast stacks of mails left over at 
transfer points, undistributed, and entailing 
a loss of time in delivery of anywhere from 
one to two days. This breakdown occurred 
with mails coming into and going out of the 
south. The destruction of the esprit de 
corps of the clerks under the hammer of 
browbeating and espionage was a calamity 
that does not need rehearsa). 

Superintendent Stephens already. is par- 
tially cognizant of these conditions in the 
southern division as elsewhere. He is learn- 
ing more each day. Improvement already is 
visible. More will be forthcoming. grad- 
ually, until the service is restored from the 
chaos bequeathed by Hitchcock. It is not 
to be expected that even an official of Mr. 
Stephens’ capacity can undo by edict the 
wreckage of four years. But he is making 
cheerful progress and expressing clear in- 
tention toward that end. He is extremely 
welcome, therefore. to Atlanta and the 
south, and his address tonight should bring 
a message of encouragement to a long- 
harassed section. 


WHILE FORTUNE BECKONS. 


Two incidents, one local and the other 
national, transpired last week to give per- 
tinence to the great opportunity that Geor- 
gia overlooks so long as she does not em- 
bark wholesale in the beef industry. 

The first was the receipt in Atlanta of 
the first shipment of beef from the Argen- 
tine republic. This was part of a lot re- 
cently sent to this country from the Argen- 
tine and reference to which was then made 
by The Constitution. Reports run to the 
effect that the imported beef was better in 
quality than that raised in our country. 
Scientific refrigeration has nullified dis- 
tance, and it is possible that from now on 
Argentine beef will be a stiff competitor of 
American beef. The point is that under 
normal conditions the bringing of South 
American beef to Georgia ought to be in 
the nature of bringing coals to Newcastle. 
Georgia has natural facilities for the pro- 
duction of beef little short of those of the 
Argentine, saving only the vast open 
Tanges, and this feature is now discounted 
in the modern beef industry. 2 

The other incident was the report that 
the government, impressed by the impend- 
ing famine of beef, had mate up its mind 
to encourage the beef industry among the 
Indians in this country on their reserva- 
tions. Advertisements have already been 
issued for herds of the proper grade of 
cattle. It is said that the Indians have de- 
veloped a decided aptitude to cattle-grow- 
ing. Uncle Sam hopes in time to break the 
beef famine, or at least the one that is now 
on the way, by giving his red wards a new 
occupation. 

There is no reason why a pound of beef 
should be imported into this country from 
the Argentine, and there is no reason why 
Georgia should not produce for the eastern 
states as good a grade of beef as can be 
produced anywhere. Every cent that Geor- 
gia sends to South America for beef is 
wasted, as is every cent sent to the west. 
With the selection of beef sires, and their 
breeding to native cattle, the state will soon 
develop an incustry almost equalling cotton. 
The corn, the forage crops, the grazing 
grounds and the climate are here. All that 
is needed is the endeavor, and such encour- 
agement from bankers as will make beef 
collateral for credit on at least a partial 
equality with cotton. ;

When I went 
to bed the chair was in its usual place, yet 
when I got up it was directly in my path. It 
seemed to me that I heard the blamed thing 
giggle as I stood there blowing on my in- 
jJured foot, and rehearsing all the. beautiful 
adjectives I learned at my mother's knee. 

“When the pain had subsided to some ex- 
tent I reached for the electric light switch 
and couldn't find it. Iknow where that switch 
is as well as I know where my whiskers 
are. I have put my hand on it in the dark 
a thousand times. But’on this occasion it had 
concealed itself, and I couldn't find hide nor 
hair of it. And all the time. while groping 
around for it, articles of furniture were 
deliberately swatting my sore foot, At last 
I made for the door. I couldn't be fooled 
about that door, I thought. But it had 
joined the conspiracy against me. When I 
Went to bed it was closed, but it had un- 
locked itself, and was standing wide open, 
and I hit both my foot and my nose against 
its edge. My nose still is swollen. and isn't 
half as valuable @ utensil as it used to be. 
And my foot hurt so that I sat down on the 
floor and cried, and Dumped the back of 
my head against a rocking chair that had 
crossed the room in the dark in order to 
work my undoing. Since that fateful night 
I have been willing to believe in almost 
anything.” 


Swinburne Stopped Country 


Churchgoers.

An amusing story of Swinburne is told by 
Edmund Gosse. At the age of 23 Swinburne 
was sent to study history under Bishop 
Stubbs. who was then in charge of a coun- 
try parish in Essex. He arrived there on a 
Saturday and was excused attendance at 
Sunday morning church on the ground that 
he must be tired with his journey. 

He had breakfast in bed, but, finding it a 
glorious morning, he arrayed himself in 
scarlet slippers and a light crimson dressing 
gown, sauntered into the garden, and leaned 
pensively over the gate, with his red hair 
flaming brilliantly in the sunlight. 

The church bells were ringing and the 
parishioners had all to pass the parsonage 
gate to get to church. But none of them 
dared to pass the flaming apparition, and 
all came to a halt. The church Dells stopped, 
but at the instance of the vicar, who could 
not believe that all his parishioners had de- 
serted him, were rung again. 

At last the boldest man in the village 
bolted past the gate, and the rest stampeded 
after him, Swinburne gazing at them in quiet 
wonder at their strange method of going to 
church. 


Pioneer of Cheap Literature. 
(J, Arthur Hill in Imprint.) 

The introduction of the sloping Roman 
letters which are known to everybody as 
italics was made by Aldus Manutius, of 
Venice in the latter part of the fifteenth cen- 
tury. He was the most famous printer of 
Italy and perhaps of the world. 

The books he printed, known as Aldine 
editions, are much sought after by col- 
lectorgs, His first volume in the new type was 
@ Virgil published in 1501 at the price of 
about two shillings of our money. Aldus, in 
fact, wes the pioneer of cheap literature. 

The Aldine mark, is a dolphin twined 
about an anchor with the name “Aldvs” 
divided by the other part of the latter. If 
any reader finds a cartload of old books. with 
this mark in his attic or lumber room hé is 
duly advised not to use them for lighting the 
fire. “They would probably buy him a good 
annuity for the solace of hig declining 
years.” 4

It is sald that Pythagoras founded an 
exclusive brotherhood among the aristocracy 
of Crotona, where he went to reside about 
530. The olginal purpose of this’ brother- 
hood was probably not political. and yet 
the society became involved in the fierce 
Struggles between the aristocracy and the 
democracy that were at this time raging in 
lower Italy; and when the pular party 
Gained the upper hand, in its wila fury it 
turned upon the Pythagorean b: ers and 
burned them in their meeting places. Only a 
few escaped. It is not certain whether Py- 
thagoras himself perished in this outpreak, 
or whether he had previously died peace- 
fully in Metapontum, whither he is said to 
have retired when the storm was gathering. 
Neither do we know the date of this event. 

It is said that Pythagoras studied in his 
Own country under various noted scholars of 
his day, and also to have visited Egypt and 
many countries of the east for the purpose 
of acquiring knowledge. We have little 
trustworhy evidence, either as to the kind 
or the amount of knowledge which he ac- 
quired, or as to his definite philosophical 
views. 

There is a celebrated story of his hav- 
ing discovered the arithmetical relations of 
the musical scale by observing accidentally 
the various sounds produced by hammers of 
different weights striking upon an an- 
vil, and suspended by strings weights equal 
to those of the different hammers. The 
retailers of the story, of course, never took 
the trouble to verify the experiment, or

THE TARIFF PLEDGE KEPT. 


With the completion of tariff revision 
the democratic party has redeemed the first 
i and one of the most important of its pledges 
to the country. The task, monumental in 
scope and intricate in detail, has been ac- 
complished with a dispatch and a sincerity 
not matched by similar legislation since the 
civil war. The master craftsmanship of 
a President Wilson, Chairman Underwood and 
Chairman Simmons has collaborated to the 
end that the nation is given a new tariff 
law for the first time in many decades free 
of jokers and subterfuges, hewing straight 
to the line of honesty and enacted in the 
interests of the whole people rather than 
any section or class.

So far as is now visible 
to the unbiased vision, the makers of the 
tariff have played no favorites. They have 
rejected the old and disreputable trading 
game of the republicans. They have in- 
dulged in no wild vagaries and’ no revolu- 
tionary devices, but they heve given the 
i nation what it demanded in the reduction 
of schedules and in the freer play for com- 
petition and the ultimate loweriig of the 
high cost of living. Additionally, they have 
included in the law a federal income tax 
framed upon equitable principles and adapt- 
ed to restore to the treasury whatever 
deficit may be created by the lower revenue- 
producing power of the schedules. 

The passage of tariff legislation was ad- 
Mittedly the first acid test of the Wilson 
administration. and of the constructive abil- 
ity of democratic statesmansnip. Both have 
measured up admirably. The schisms and 
». the desertions so confidently predicted by 

the republicans have failed to materialize. 

The apostasy anticipated by the non-partisan 
_ pessimists has been conspicuous by its ab- 
~ sence. The force and the coherence of the 
president's leadership have-been adequately 
proven. The democratic party has survived 
the first drastic test in a manner that gives 
Promise of its ability to negotiate whatever 
hazards lie in the future. ,

A WELCOME VISITOR. 

Atlanta as well as the whole of the 
southern division of the railway mail service 
has an interest in the presence here today 
of the Hon. A. H. Stephens, the new general 
superintendent ‘of that vitally important 
branch of the postoffice department. Super 
intendent Stephens is an appointee of the 
Wilsbn administration, chosen because of 
his long experience in the railway mail serv- 
ice, his expert proficiency and his broad 
and liberal policies. He is making a tour of 
the country to familiarize himself at first 
hand with the faults and needs of the serv- 
ice. His visit here today has to do with 
that purpose. 

This evening Superintendent Stephens 
will be the honor guest at a smoker of the 
local chapter of the Railway Mail associa- 
tion. He will tell them what he expects to 
do for the country generally and the south- 
ern division particularly. He has come 
bringing promise of relief none too soon. 
The entire nation suffered from the blast: 
ing policy of so-called “economy” inaugu- 
rated under Hitchcock. But it was upon the 
southern division that the brunt fell, making 
it seem at times as though this part of the 
country had been singled out by Hitchcock 
as the “goat” for his pinch-penny program. 
Under the change of administration and the 
influence of Mr. Stephens, the division has 
just begun to show symptoms of gradual 
recovery. Old conditions are too well known 
to need more than a scant recital. Under 
Hitchcockism the service was demoralized 
from the ground up. The old routes, estab- 
lished with a view to efficiency and dispatch, 
such, for illustration, as the one between 
Atlanta and New Orleans, were cut up into 
units, instead of being conducted as through 
routes. Mail cars were sliced in size, Mail 
clerks were lessened in number and forced 
to work overtime in cramped quarters, The 
inevitable result was the abolition of old 
transfer points, and the establishment of 
new ones, the consequence of which was 
seen in vast stacks of mails left over at 
transfer points, undistributed, and entailing 
a loss of time in delivery of anywhere from 
one to two days. This breakdown occurred 
with mails coming into and going out of the 
south. The destruction of the esprit de 
corps of the clerks under the hammer of 
browbeating and espionage was a calamity 
that does not need rehearsa). 

Superintendent Stephens already. is par- 
tially cognizant of these conditions in the 
southern division as elsewhere. He is learn- 
ing more each day. Improvement already is 
visible. More will be forthcoming. grad- 
ually, until the service is restored from the 
chaos bequeathed by Hitchcock. It is not 
to be expected that even an official of Mr. 
Stephens’ capacity can undo by edict the 
wreckage of four years. But he is making 
cheerful progress and expressing clear in- 
tention toward that end. He is extremely 
welcome, therefore. to Atlanta and the 
south, and his address tonight should bring 
a message of encouragement to a long- 
harassed section. 


WHILE FORTUNE BECKONS. 


Two incidents, one local and the other 
national, transpired last week to give per- 
tinence to the great opportunity that Geor- 
gia overlooks so long as she does not em- 
bark wholesale in the beef industry. 

The first was the receipt in Atlanta of 
the first shipment of beef from the Argen- 
tine republic. This was part of a lot re- 
cently sent to this country from the Argen- 
tine and reference to which was then made 
by The Constitution. Reports run to the 
effect that the imported beef was better in 
quality than that raised in our country. 
Scientific refrigeration has nullified dis- 
tance, and it is possible that from now on 
Argentine beef will be a stiff competitor of 
American beef. The point is that under 
normal conditions the bringing of South 
American beef to Georgia ought to be in 
the nature of bringing coals to Newcastle. 
Georgia has natural facilities for the pro- 
duction of beef little short of those of the 
Argentine, saving only the vast open 
Tanges, and this feature is now discounted 
in the modern beef industry. 2 

The other incident was the report that 
the government, impressed by the impend- 
ing famine of beef, had mate up its mind 
to encourage the beef industry among the 
Indians in this country on their reserva- 
tions. Advertisements have already been 
issued for herds of the proper grade of 
cattle. It is said that the Indians have de- 
veloped a decided aptitude to cattle-grow- 
ing. Uncle Sam hopes in time to break the 
beef famine, or at least the one that is now 
on the way, by giving his red wards a new 
occupation. 

There is no reason why a pound of beef 
should be imported into this country from 
the Argentine, and there is no reason why 
Georgia should not produce for the eastern 
states as good a grade of beef as can be 
produced anywhere. Every cent that Geor- 
gia sends to South America for beef is 
wasted, as is every cent sent to the west. 
With the selection of beef sires, and their 
breeding to native cattle, the state will soon 
develop an incustry almost equalling cotton. 
The corn, the forage crops, the grazing 
grounds and the climate are here. All that 
is needed is the endeavor, and such encour- 
agement from bankers as will make beef 
collateral for credit on at least a partial 
equality with cotton. ;

The church Dells stopped, 
but at the instance of the vicar, who could 
not believe that all his parishioners had de- 
serted him, were rung again. 

At last the boldest man in the village 
bolted past the gate, and the rest stampeded 
after him, Swinburne gazing at them in quiet 
wonder at their strange method of going to 
church. 


Pioneer of Cheap Literature. 
(J, Arthur Hill in Imprint.) 

The introduction of the sloping Roman 
letters which are known to everybody as 
italics was made by Aldus Manutius, of 
Venice in the latter part of the fifteenth cen- 
tury. He was the most famous printer of 
Italy and perhaps of the world. 

The books he printed, known as Aldine 
editions, are much sought after by col- 
lectorgs, His first volume in the new type was 
@ Virgil published in 1501 at the price of 
about two shillings of our money. Aldus, in 
fact, wes the pioneer of cheap literature. 

The Aldine mark, is a dolphin twined 
about an anchor with the name “Aldvs” 
divided by the other part of the latter. If 
any reader finds a cartload of old books. with 
this mark in his attic or lumber room hé is 
duly advised not to use them for lighting the 
fire. “They would probably buy him a good 
annuity for the solace of hig declining 
years.” 4

It is sald that Pythagoras founded an 
exclusive brotherhood among the aristocracy 
of Crotona, where he went to reside about 
530. The olginal purpose of this’ brother- 
hood was probably not political. and yet 
the society became involved in the fierce 
Struggles between the aristocracy and the 
democracy that were at this time raging in 
lower Italy; and when the pular party 
Gained the upper hand, in its wila fury it 
turned upon the Pythagorean b: ers and 
burned them in their meeting places. Only a 
few escaped. It is not certain whether Py- 
thagoras himself perished in this outpreak, 
or whether he had previously died peace- 
fully in Metapontum, whither he is said to 
have retired when the storm was gathering. 
Neither do we know the date of this event. 

It is said that Pythagoras studied in his 
Own country under various noted scholars of 
his day, and also to have visited Egypt and 
many countries of the east for the purpose 
of acquiring knowledge. We have little 
trustworhy evidence, either as to the kind 
or the amount of knowledge which he ac- 
quired, or as to his definite philosophical 
views. 

There is a celebrated story of his hav- 
ing discovered the arithmetical relations of 
the musical scale by observing accidentally 
the various sounds produced by hammers of 
different weights striking upon an an- 
vil, and suspended by strings weights equal 
to those of the different hammers. The 
retailers of the story, of course, never took 
the trouble to verify the experiment, or 
they would have discovered that different

L. C. HOPKINS ANSWERS 
ATTACK ON CHARITIES 


L..C. Hopkins, president of the As- 
ecciated Charities, has issued an an- 
swer to the sensational charges 
brought by Rev. Hugh Wallace that 
the Agsociated Charities “spends 55 
giving away $1." Mr. Hopkins advises 
the .preacher to look into the methods 
employed by the Charities in their 
work before condemning the organiza- 
tion and its officers. 

The reply of Mir. Hopkins !s, in part, 
as follows: 5 


“Mr. Wallace would have us drop our 
investigators, declaring that there is 
an enormous waste in the salaries for 
‘these workers. If tha Associated 
Charities dropped its investigators, it 
could spend $500,000 a year In almsgiv- 


ing and nine-tenths of it would be 
Worse than wasted 


“That salary account: That absurd 
charge that the Charities spends $5 
giving away $1! Are there still abroad 
in the land people who credit it? Are 
there still these left who so little 
esteem. the intelligence of the business 
men who have backed the Charities all 
‘these years as to think that they would 
stand for a waste like that? 

“The executive committee considered 
Mr. Wallace's remarkable attack on 
the Associated Charities, and -our first 
decision was that !t did not merit a 
reply. But on second thought, we came 
to the opinion that tf we let it pass 
some unthinking ones might possibly 
think it Sustified. and it is for that 
reason I have ventured to make this 
statement.” 

“Rev. Hugh Wallace declared last 
night that he never made the statement 
that the charity organizations spent $5 
for every one they gave away.” 

“T should like to ask Mr. Hopkins 
where he got his information that I 
ever made such a statement,” sald Rey. 
Wallace. “The fact of the matter is 
that I never mentioned such a sub- 
ject. I did say that the most of the 
funds received by the Associated Char- 
ities were expended in salaries-for its 
officials. I may have said ‘handsome’ 
salaries, but I do not belieye I did.

An important conference was held in 
the office of Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture James D. Price yesterday on the 
subject of cotton tare. Participating 
in the conference hesides Mr. Price 
there were Charles S. Barrett, presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ union, and R. C.
